Washington Raspberry— 


The plants are more resistant to winter freezing than 
Cuthbert; they are fully immune to attack by the 
Western Yellow Rust disease, which sometimes is ser- 
ious on Cuthbert, and the mosiac disease spreads more 
slowly in this variety than in Cuthbert. Considering all 
of these good points, we think that Washington is a 
good substitute for the Cuthbert variety under Western 
Washington conditions.
